Although the Government did not 
state the quantity or the places to 
which the arms and munitions ship- 
ments were going, it is known they 
include American machine guns and 
Belgian and Czecho-Slovakian rifles 
and cartridges, and are modern. 
Other secret sources are sending 
older arms over the borders. 

Reply to Italian Offer. 

Commenting on reports that Italy 
was ready to refrain from bombing 
Addis Ababa and Diredawa, on the

Roughly, a 500,- 
000-watt station costs about a dollar 
a watt, or a half-million dollars, 
With 25 of them, the investment 
would be $12,500,000. Add to that 
the cost of some 150 additional lc- 
cal stations at about $1,000,000, and 
ancther $2,000,000 in new equipment 
for stations which would be in- 
creased in power on regionals and 
other additions—and the total ine 
creased investment in - equipment

American Exports to Italy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
K. BENSEN rightly takes Mr. Sloan 

« to task for saying that the depres- 
si0n is over in the face of knowledge that 
over 10,000,000 of his fellow human beings 
are unemployed. But for Mr. Sloan and 
the General Motors maybe the depression 
is over. During the last eight months, near- 
ly 2000 small motor trucks were shipped 
to Italian Africa from America, against 
shipments of about 100 for the same time 
in previous years. Further, large ship- 
ments of gasoline and oil are moving to 
Italian account, against no like shipments 
a year ago. And it is interesting to note 
that the quantity of scrap iron and steel 
shipped to Italy for the past eight months 
averages more per month than moved to 
Italy for the whole year in 1932. 

Sure, there is prosperity for some at 
present. But at what cost in human suf- 
fering and life? If we produced for use 
instead of for profit, we would have so 
much “prosperity” that there woule be 
an actual shortage of workers, both male 
and female. And we would not: have to 
-blow people to pieces, or gas women and 
children to attain that desirable situa- 
tion. Is it worth thinking about, or would 
that put too many people on the Federal

An Important Book 


ETHIOPIA: A FAWN .IN 
EMPIRE. By Ernest Work. 
millan Co., New York City.)

RNEST WORK, Professor of History at 

Muskingum College, was for some time 

adviser in educational matters to the 
Ethiopian Government, and as such he was 
intimately associated with the Emperor. In 
addition to a sympathetic inside view of 
Ethiopian affairs thus achieved, he has 
made an exhaustive study of all the docu- 
ments pertaining to Ethiopian relations with 
France, England, Italy and Germany since 
the completion of the Suez Canal in 1869: 
and the very illuminating volume here noted 
is the result. 

Already several works dealing with the 
Ethiopian affair have appeared, but. the 
best of them seems superficial in compari- 
son with Prof. Work’s lucid study of the 
complicated diplomatic chicaneries_ that 
have resulted in the present situation. One 
might naturally suppose that such a study 
would be dull to all but those with a special 
interest in the subject; but surely nothing 
could be more deliciously amusing than the 
hypocritical pomposities, the treacheries, 
mendacities, and artful dodges of predatory 
statesmen: and Prof. Work writes with a 
sense of humor that is all the more effective 
for being unobtrusive. 

Even if one cannot attain, as from some 
lonely height of time, the perspective where- 
by the whole may be viewed as high com- 
edy, the author’s clear analysis of the in- 
ternational intrigue involved gives his study 
something of the fascination of complicated 
crime fiction. 

e « * 

The story that Prof. Work tells is far too 
complicated for review in a few paragraphs, 
and indeed so compactly is the book writ- 
ten that an adequate “review” would of 
necessity equal it in length, But there is 
one apparently vital, or at least highly sug- 
gestive, point that may be presented for the 
consideration of those irreverent ones who 
have suspected that the recent action of the 
League of Nations and the apparent atti- 
tude of the British and French Govern- 
ments toward the League and toward the 
Italian adventure, might possibly admit of 
a less hopeful interpretation than the cur- 
rent one. 

Prof. Work shows that before the catas- 
trophe at Aduwa in 1896, Italy had gone 
about the business of stealing Ethiopia with 
the approval of the British. It is pointed 
out that shortly before the crushing defeat 
of the Italians in 1896, there appeared in 
England an official “Map of Africa by 
Treaty,” in which “the whole northeastern 
section of Africa, with the exception of Brit- 
ish and French Somaliland, stretching from 
the Red Sea right across Ethiopia to the 
Indian Ocean, was designated as belonging 
to Italy.” 

It is the author’s not wholly unsupported 
belief, that Britain’s reasons for approving 
Italy's earlier adventure in Ethiopia may 
still control her secret policy; and that other 
reasons, concerned with present European 
problems, may have been added. (Incident- 
ally, it may be noted that in “Our Lords 
and Masters,” the “Unofficial Observer” ex- 
presses essentially the same view.) France 
also, Prof: Work suspects, may have a “tacit 


understanding” with Italy. 

The book was completed in August of this 
year. What may be the author's view of 
the recent action of the League, with the 
support of the British and French, is not 
difficult to imagine. 

* * * 

In conclusion, the author has the follow- 
ing to say: “If by sacrificing Ethiopia to 
Italian aggression, France and England may 
be able to maintain the peace of Europe, it 
is not at all unlikely that such an arrange- 
ment would be made. If, by handing over 
to Italy a few square miles of African ter- 
ritory and by closing her eyes to Musso- 
lini’s advances into Ethiopia, she can be 
sure of Italian support against German an- 
nexation of Austria, France will consider 
her security in Europe, for the time being 
at least, has been bought at a bargain, Evi- 
dently, Ethiopia is to be sacrificed in an etf- 
fort to maintain the peace of Europe.” 

Whether or not Prof. Work and the “Un- 
official Observer” are mistaken, we may be 
certain that the real drama is not being 
played in the open; that in this, as in other 
vital matters, we are concerning ourselves 
with the merely specious.

N THE matter of making tales, Chance 

has this tremendous advantage over the 
human inventive faculty: It is serenely 
untroubled by any consideration of logic 
and plausibility. If the thing “can’t hap- 
pen,” it just does; and there you are. 

Surely no writer of sea tales has ever 
created a more impressive yarn than is to 
be found in the bare factual record of the 
mutiny on the ship Bounty in 1789, and of 
the subsequent life of a portion of the mu- 
tineers on Pitcairn Island. 

Until well past the middle of the last cen- 
tury, most people must have had some 
knowledge of this amazing tale; but for 
nearly half a century, it was unknown to 
the general public. Several years ago, it 
was revived in a semi-fictionized form, with 
considerable popular success. Two volumes 
were required for the revival, the second 
having appeared within the past year.

Nearly 10,000,000 New Trees to Be

ing, Texas County, are approxi- 
mately 7,500,000 young trees, two or 
three inches tall, short leaf pines, 
white pines, Norway pines, white 
and red oaks, black walnut, hick- 
ory, locust, Osage orange and othe! 
trees, which will be transplanted in 
the hills this fall and next spring 
Among them are 2,500,000 short leaf 
the native Missouri pine, 
said by foresters to be the equa! 
of the white pine as a lumber tree. 
The trees now in the nursery were 
grown from seed shipped to Mis- 
souri, but pine cones are being gath- 
ered in Missouri this fall by CCC 
workers and in the future trees will 
be grown mostly from the loca! 
The nut-bearing trees, the 
oaks, walnuts and hickories, will 
for the most part be grown from 
nuts planted in the hills where the 
trees will stand.

Cutting Under Supervision. 

The trees will be cut under the 
supervision of Forest rangers, who 
will prevent depletion of the for- 
ests. The trees will be sold to best 
advantage and the money received 
from them will be divided between 
the Government and tne county in 
which they are cut. 

In the years while the trees are 
growing to maturity they will cover 
the ground each year with a blan-

In some of these counties which 
have outstanding bond issues it 
may be necessary to increase taxes 
on the remaining taxable land to 
pay the interest and principal of 
the bonds.

On the third floor of the north 
pavilion will be the offices of the 
postmaster, assistant postmasters 
and their staffs, with the general 
offices of the superintendent of 
mails. 

Parcel Post Department. 

Parcel post mail will be handled 
on the ground floor. Along the west 
side, inside the building, will be a 
driveway 80 feet wide and 428 feet 
long, with a drive-in at the south 
and a drive-out on -Eighteenth 
street.

DREAM,” regarded as the

Warner Brothers placed him un- 
der contract for a film version and 
expended a sum estimated at a mil- 
lion and a half dollars in produc- 
tion. The Hollywood Bowl com- 
pany, meanwhile, was sent on tour 
and the unit, or the remnants of it, 
played at the Auditorium here last 
holiday season. ‘ 

Hollywood, ready to embark on 
wholesale production of Shake- 
Speare if “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream” finds favorable public re- 
ception, regards the picture as a 
test-case.

One 
serious problem was encountered 
by the lighting experts who found 
that the green of the trees absorbed 
light too readily. Reinhardt insist- 
ed, however, that trees be real 
trees, that dewdrops glisten on the 
leaves, that sylvan fogs be gen- 
uine. In other words, that the film 
should be a Reinhardt production 
of Shakespeare,

And —a Final Touch of Irony —_ 
Lydia Oswald Was Discovered 
Through Her Big Feet.

BREST, France. 
WELL - FAVORED 
young woman of 
29, her face chalky 
after seven months 
of nerve-wracking 
imprisonment with- 
out trial, stood on 
the dock before a 
special court-mar- 
: | tial at Brest, dab- 
bing from time to time at the unstint- 
ing tears that surged up in her blue 
eyes. Before her in the stern magnifi- 
cence of full dress uniforms sat her 
judges. Behind her a platoon of ma- 
rines presented arms as the court 
gave its verdict. And beside her, 
standing stiffly at attention, were the 
two officers who were being acquitted 
of complicity in her grave crime. At 
one of them, the handsome, slightly 
chubby naval lieutenant, Count Jean 
de Forceville, she glanced imploringly 
every few minutes. His harassed face 
remained glacially aloof. At last it 
was all over. 

‘‘Good-by darling,’’ she whispered in 
her easy, slightly German-tinctured 
French. ‘‘God bless you.’’ His face re- 
mained a stony mask as she was led 
‘off to serve the remaining two months 
of the nine months’ sentence that had 
just been imposed on her. One couldn’t 
have guessed that he had loved her, 
that Lydia Oswald had been arrested 
as the two of them were aboard a 
train for Paris to be married. One 
couldn't have guessed that his ‘‘noble 
character and chivalry” had been the 
means of ending her career as a Ger- 
man spy. 

To the uninitiated foreigner 
equipped with a judicious skepticism 
when confronted with one of these ev- 
erlasting tall stories about the viper- 
ine spy system that infests France 
(and lines the bulging coffers of the 
arms-making De Wendel family), 
there would have been a certain ap- 
pearance of good Gallic common sense 
in the outburst of Mlle. Oswala’s at- 
torney. 

“Your service,’’ he shouted at the 
Surete commissioner who had charge 

of the investigation. “Your service 
knew Lydia Oswald since 1934. There 
was nothing in her activities of which 
you were ignorant. Yet you allowed 
her to come here: for what you 
really wanted, I submit, was a grand 
scandal and the public arrest of a 
French officer in circumstances of 
dishonor. I am afraid I cannot con- 
gratulate you.’”’ When that hot state- 
ment was out it was as if some Alice 
incarnate had stood up and screamed 
that all of those fine uniformed judges 
were nothing but a pack of picture 
‘cards; the courtroom was thrown into 
pandemonium for five minutes by the 
clock. But it didn’t accomplish its pur- 
pose; Alice—or Lydia, rather—was 
still a confessed spy, a paid informer 
in the service of the German Govern- 
ment, though no one had been able 
to disprove her own assertion that she 
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hadn’t been of the slightest use to 
that Government—or any other. 

The central figure in this latest spy 
story is the daughter of well-to-do 
Swiss citizens of the city of Saint-Gal- 
len, in the German-speaking part of 
the country. Like most educated na- 
tives of Switzerland, Lydia Oswald 
spoke both French and German from 
childhood, though the French retained 
a scarcely perceptible tinge of German 
intonation; she also speaks a fluent 
English. Being unmarried anda 
equipped with a cool, deliberate mind 
and the cool, knowing tastes of child- 
dren of the post-war years, Mile. Os- 
wald decided, whén she was no longer 
either as innocent or as wise as she 
once had been, to gratify her hunger 
for ‘“‘Life’’—at all costs. That is how 
she happened to become a spy. Appar- 
ently and obviously it wasn't a matter 
of patriotism. Since her own little 
country isn’t having anything to do 
with the spy racket, she determined 
to work for whichever side would use 
her services. 

For a Swiss citizen to get involved 
in the international mesh of secret 
service activities is not difficult. It 
has been estimated (though possibly 
on dubious evidence) that there are 
as many as 300,000 civilian. spies 
working on the Continent. Whatever 
the objects of these armies of secret 
observers in countries where arma- 
ment makers distribute their cata- 
logues freely to anyone who is on the 
market for a big gun or a battleship, 
their energies are certainly not wasted. 


tem is useful in stirring up a little 

public interest in what is sometimes 
facetiously known as “arms parity.’’ 
Every time a spy is captured newspa- 
pers controled by the governments or 
owned by industrialists have a story. 
And every story is a drop of grease 
in the machinery for getting another 
arms appropriation. Mlle. Oswald, 
who saw only the fascination of in- 
trigue and its rewards in terms of fine 
clothes, travel, freedom and romance, 
may not have known this. 

She started to work for Germany in 
1933. At first she was employed in 
Geneva, where she was useful as a 
sort of sieve to pick up whatever mor- 
sels of information might slip from 
the lips of League of Nations junior 
under-secretaries who had been well 
lubricated with champagne and the in- 
toxicating personality of a pretty wom- 
an, Geneva was full of such agents, 
for the gentlemen who convene for 
League meetings are sometimes not 
dissimilar in their demands for amuse- 
ment to those excitement - craving 
fellows who are included in every 
convention. They are more discreet, 
of course, but that only makes 
the business of the play-time girls 
much more demanding and more 
amusing. 

Apparently Mlle. Oswald made good. 
After her first year she went to Paris 
and called at the famous ‘‘Second Bu- 
reau,’”’ the central office of the French 
secret service, to ask for a job.

At any rate, Mlle. 
Oswald failed to get the 
job. And while she was 
being interviewed by 
Commissaire Leonard at 
the secret service office, 
she was being covertly 
photographed; the Com- 
missaire seems to have 
suspected her from the 
first—possibly because 
it is natural to suspect 
anyone not able to get 
into one spy service of 
trying to get into an- 
other, especially if it be 
a presentable young 
woman from a neutral 
country. He kept a rec- 
ord of her outstanding 
characteristics, especial- 
ly of the fact that her 
feet were rather larger 
than those of most 
French women. 

If Mile. Oswald was a 
typical spy working ona 
typical German assign- 
ment, the French Surete 
must have plenty of 
time for developing 
their theories. She 
was so like a spy—-so 
like the bogey spies 
used to scare credulous 
children during a war-— 
that only a hypothetical 
French newspaper read- 
er could have been 
taken in. First of all, 
she kept getting letters 
from Leipzig. They were 
mysteriously signed 
“‘Doctor,”’ and one con- 
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where French gunboats were at an- 
chor. In one of the reports subse- 
quently submitted to Superintendent 
Leonard she is described by a detec- 
tive as ‘‘a ravishing blonde with an 
unaccountable passion for men in unil- 
form.'’ She aroused the curiosity of 
French secret agents by the way she 
splurged, the amount of money she 
had to spend. 

By the end of 1934 the suspicions 
of the intelligence officers in Paris 
were thoroughly aroused. Circulars 
with her photograph were gotten out, 
saying that the picture might conceiv- 
ably be that of the mysterious spy who 
was wanted. Her biggish feet were 
mentioned in the circulars. She was 
shadowed at the time when she came 
to Brest and developed friendly rela- 
tions with several of the young naval 
officers stationed there. 

At this point in the story the 
reader might be pardoned for sup- 
posing that Mile. Oswald was work- 
ing in the employ of the French se- 
cret service, rather than the German. 
This is manifestly impossible, how- 
ever. She herself said in her subse- 
quent full confession, wherein she 
freely admitted having been a spy, that 
she gave up ‘‘the detestable pomp and 
the wicked work of espionage’’ at this 
time. Her reasons: That she was 80 
impressed with the noble character 
and chivalry (aforesaid) of the 
French officers that she was turned 
from her original purpose. In brief, 
she fell in love with Lieutenant de 
Forceville. 

Another young officer, Ensign Rene 
Guignard, who had originally intro- 
duced them, was also attracted to her. 
His suit proved ineffectual, but they 
remained friends and on one occasion 
she told him she had been a spy. He 
laughed at her. Her relations with the 
Lieutenant quickly became intimate. 
De Forceville frequently was seen to 
visit her at her hotel in Brest. They 
were seen together in public. 

It was on one of these occasions 
that an agent of the secret service, 
quietly sipping his drink in a cab- 
aret, happened to notice, as he watched 
the dancers, the unusually large feet 
of a young woman 
who was dancing with 
a good-looking naval 
officer. Of course he 
mentioned this in his 
report to Paris.

secret, photographers were admitted to 
get pictures of her. 

All through the trial the girl seeméd 
to be trying to catch De Forceville’s 
eye, but he kept staring at the judges, 
and refused to glance in her direction. 
Those who saw him described the 
young officer as pale and haggard. M. 
Yves Le Goc, president of the Brest 
Bar Association, was her counsel; the 
two officers were defended by Paris 
attorneys. The trial took place in a 
small, rococo chamber in the Rue de 
la Voute, its walls decorated with curi- 
ous designs in which gilt anchors 
were predominant. It was a cause 
celebre for the people of Brest, both as 
a drama of espionage and as an in- 
trigue of love. The secret service of- 
fered 120 closely-typed pages of re- 
ports describing the tracking down of 
the defendant Oswald and her rela- 
tions with the two men. Dryly the re- 
ports described intimate champagne 
suppers, parties at night clubs, Mlle. 
Oswald’s mysterious visits to the naval 
arsenal at Brest and even to the 
French cruisers in the harbor.

Anyway, our only chance was 
to pick up her trail. Dean and I start- 
ed out making a canvass of all houses 
in the neighborhood, asking when 
and where Matilda had been seen last. 

We were on it till late that night; 
when we got through we had a lot of 
fairy tales and a few facts. I won't 
go into the details, but everything we 
could check certainly pointed her out 
as being on her way home from school 
Thursday afternoon, when she had 
suddenly vanished. 

I sat down then to figure things out. 
I was pretty sure by that time we had 
a degenerate murder case on our 
hands; from all I could hear of Ma- 
tilda, she was a lively and compan- 
ionable little girl, and, if she were go- 
ing to do any running away, would 
take two or three others with her. 
This vanishing in the middle of the 
afternoon was bad, too—she was 4a 
bold little thing, and would ask any- 
body she met for food if she was hun- 
gry.

HE trouble in such cases is to 
find the degenerate.

The trouble with 
criminals is that they can never afford 
to sit tight. 

So I went around like that all day 
Saturday, and Sunday I just sat down 
and waited for the ideas I had plant- 
ed to sprout. Monday morning I start- 
ed to make the rounds again, and at 
the very first place I knew I was get- 
ting results. It was a house a couple 
of hundred yards from the Russo place 
and screened from it by a line of 
trees. A mulatto named Louis Lively 
lived there. I saw him Saturday and 
he answered my questions in the reg- 
ular way, but Monday a Negro woman 
met me at the door and said Louis was 
away. 

‘“‘When's he coming back?" I asked 
pretty sharply. 

She began to get nervous, and the 
more nervous and sullen she got the 
more certain I was that I was on the 
right track and Lively wasn't coming 
back at all. He hadn't been able to 
stand the pressure of what he thought 
I knew. 

I got one of the officers to take her 
over to the station, and had a look 
around the place. I knew that if he'd 
done anything to the girl it must be 
right close around there, because if 
he’d gone in the direction of the Russo 
house, she'd have run home, and if 
he’d taken her in the other direction 
he would have had to lead her through 
town, and a little white girl walking 
with a Negro would have been noticed. 

The only places close by where any- 
thing might have happened were the 
line of trees and a ditch. The trees 
and bushes showed no broken 
branches and the ditch was full of 
young grass, so I decided the house 
itself was the place to look. Inside I 
found the floor had been scrubbed re- 
cently, at least in the back end of the 
house. The front end was dirty, so 
that looked bad in itself, and I went 
upstairs. Everything up there seemed 
tossed around a good deal, but |! 
straightened things out and then I no- 
ticed that two things were missing— 
suitcases and men’s clothes. Now, 
even in a Negro shanty you'll find a 
suitcase of some kind, and I was pret- 
ty sure that Lively had more clothes 
than those he had on him when I! saw 
him the last time, so I knew right 
away that Lively had gone, with no in- 
tention of coming back, because he'd 
taken all his clothes. I stopped the 
search long enough to send out an 
alarm for him.on suspicion, and at the 
saine time put Dean to work looking 
up his record. 

Then I went down cellar. It had a 
dirt floor, and I noticed that it was 
covered with fresh ashes. . 


“How did you know the ashes were 
fresh?’’ 

‘Because they had big 
them and they showed 
where you stepped.’’ 

I remembered that there was 
an ash barrel upstairs, half-full. There 
didn’t seem any reason why Lively 
should have brought his ashes down 
cellar, when it was easier to handle 
them upstairs, unless it was to conceal 
something. I could only think of one 
thing he might want to conceal. So I 
went upstairs, rummaged out a buck- 
et, filled it with water, and began 
pouring it all over that cellar floor. 


HE earth was packed so hard it 
collected in little puddles—in all 
but one place, over in the corner, 
where it sank right in, outlining an 
oblong space, and I knew that space 
was a grave.

It wasn't 
till some time later that I found out 
why he left in such a hurry, though. 
He got into a fight in a Boston speak- 
easy and knifed another man. 

I did a good deal of thinking over 
the next step. Lively must be pretty 
hard up by this time, so he couldn't 
have gone far from Boston, but I 
doubted whether he would try the 
brush-factory racket again. He would 
feel that the local police would be on 
his trail for that knifing. The only 
things I had on him besides his trade 
were his extravagance and fondness 
for food and these were slender 
leads, but I sent for Babson's trade 
reports and sat down to study it out...

HE old picture of 
the Russian — a 
shawled peasant up 
to the knees in snow 
and up to the ears 
in sorrow—has giv- 
en way since 1917 
to the Worker, im- 
mersed in pam- 
phiets, posters and 
cogwheels, swarming over great new 
dams and into great new factories, 
starving for the sake of some grand 
Plan or other, dissolving a marriage 
with a pen-scratch, but never, never 
smiling. 

If the Soviets have succeeded in 
changing everything else in Russia, 
they have not yet succeeded in eras- 
ing the Occidental conception of the 
Russian as essentially humorless, ‘“‘Ag- 
onizing Russian’ is still as pat a 
phrase as “dour Scot.” But, with the 
opening in New York this month of 
“Squaring the Circle,’’ Valentine Ka- 
tayev’s hilarious comedy of two pairs 
of lovers in a one-room flat, Broadway 
is getting a new picture, the Russian 
who laughs. 

As a matter of fact, the Russian 
has always laughed, though his naive, 
earthy, intensely human humor has 
been hidden from the Western world, 
for the most part, by the laborious 
introspections of the traditional Rus- 
sian novelist. If he hadn’t laughed, 
he might never have survived either 
the last two decades or the two cen- 
turies that led up to them. ‘“Squar- 
ing the Circle’’ is true to the real 
Russian tradition rather than, as sur- 
prised audiences are likely to infer, 
an isolated and extraordinary mani- 
festation of something wholly new. 
But it does stand out today as the 
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most popular play in Russia, with a 
run of more than 800 performances 
in Moscow and more than 15,000 in 
the “‘provinces.’’ 

It was first produced by the Small 
Stage or Studio of the Moscow Art 
Theater in 1928, a few months before 
the introduction of the first Five-Year 
Plan. Today it is on the regular bill 
at the Moscow Art Theater and hun- 
dreds of smaller theaters throughout 
the country. 

The superb Russian actor, Yanshin, 
is known as Abram, the character he 
portrays in the play, better than he is 
by his own name. 

Its wisecracks have become a part 
of ordinary conversation. And Kata- 
yev himself, though the Soviet scene 
provides the targets for his comedy, 
is rewarded with tremendous and 
ever-continuing royalties. 


ATAYEV wrote what has been 

called the first humorous Soviet 

novel, “The Embezzlers,’’ trans- 
lated into English in 1929. It was a 
tale of grafters, rum-runners, gold-dig- 
gers and tipsy beaurocrats, of a quest 
for wine, women, herring, cucumbers 
and a villa in Finland, with an irresist- 
ible whimsicality of ideas, an unsenti- 
mental wit and a hearty coarseness 
that have been compared with Charles 
Dickens. 

“Squaring the Circle” tells of two 
young men who get married and bring 
their wives to live in the same room. 
One bride, Ludmilla, is, in the Rus- 
sian lingo, an undeveloped non-parti- 
san who likes such bourgeois fineries 
as canaries, plants and little pillows, 
but understands her environment 
well enough to brag continuously 
about her grandfather, a “hero of la- 
bor,’”’ and her grandmother, a “house- 
wife by trade.’’ Tonya, the bride in 
the other half of the room, is a lead-

Phrases like ‘“‘No more of 
your bourgeois tricks,’’ used by Tonya 
to get out of darning her husband's 
socks, and ‘“‘Liquidate the canary,” a 
solution for everyone's troubles, have 
become interwoven with Soviet com- 
mon speech. But the play is appealing 
not only to Russians. Richard Watts Jr. 
of the New York Herald-Tribune 
called it the Russian ‘“Abie’s Irish 
Rose,”’ and others called it a Soviet 
“Design for Living.”’ 

Coming to the United States this 
winter to write up our foibles for 
their hometown papers are dlya Iif 
and Eugene Petrov, two of Russia's 
most popular humorists, but practi- 
cally unknown to Americans. Their 
pieces in the two principal Govern- 
ment newspapers, Isvestia and Prav- 
da, are awaited with the same kind 
of eagerness with which the Ameri- 
can public looked to Will Rogers or 
Ring Lardner, and their contributions 
to “Crocodile,”’ the Soviet comic week- 
ly, are one reason why it is almost 
impossible to get to the Moscow news- 
stands before the week's supply is 
exhausted. 

The latest efforts of lif and Petrov 
have been directed toward family rela- 
tionships. For example, in their 
satire, ‘‘Mother,"’ published serially in 
‘“‘Pravda,’’ occurred this paragraph: 

“Since marriage is not considered 
an event nowadays, it has become in- 
significant and gray—'‘I had breakfast, 
went to the movies, got married and 
paid my trade union dues.’ ”’

Zoshchenko’'s 
tales are amusing notes on human 
stupidity; they are new folk-lore, 
light-hearted and gay. A typical Zosh- 
chenko story is one called the Crisis. 
It begins: “Citizen, the other day |! 
saw on the street a truck loaded with 
bricks. By God! My heart just bub- 
bled with joy, you know, because it 
means we are building, citizen. They 
don't carry bricks for nothing, you 
know. Means a house will be built 
somewhere. We've started them. 
Knock on wood. 

“In 20 years or-so, perhaps even 
less, every citizen will have a whole 
room, I imagine.

“But what really is in it?’ 
“Everything.” 
“So—well give me a glass of vodka.” 


Another recent satire of theirs gave 
a Soviet version of christening a 
baby—taking it to a workers’ culture 
center, making it listen to long-winded 
speeches, presenting it with many 
pamphlets on Marxism, Leninism and 
“the party line,”’ and naming it some- 
thing like “October,” or “‘Electrifica- 
tion,” or “Piatiletka’ (Five-Year 
Plan). 

And then, say Iif and Petrov, the 
family go home, forget all about the 
revolutionary names and call the in- 
fant a good old-fashioned Russian 
name like ‘‘Masha"’ or ‘Sasha.’ 

Perhaps their best known book is 
“The Little Golden Calf.” It tells of 
Ostap Bender, whose ambition is to 
get hold of millions of rubles in the 
possession of a man who has hidden 
them away because he is afraid to 
let anyone know he owns them. Os- 
tap gets the millions but has nowhere 
to go with them. He cannot spend 
them in the Soviet Union without be- 


‘Here, take me. I arrive in Moscow, 
you know. Walk with my luggage on 
the streets. And, so to speak—noth- 
ing doing. Not only is there no place 
to stay, but there is even no place to 
put the luggage down. 

‘Finally in one of the houses a man 
comes down the stairs. ‘For 30 cher- 
vontzi,’ he says, ‘I can put you up in 
the bathroom.’

And then the 
wife's mother arrives from the country 
and ‘“‘makes herself comfortable be- 
hind the water heater.” 

In both Pravda and Isvestia, and 
in the Crocodile, there is illustrated 
humor aplenty. The artiste, free to 
ridicule the errors of application and 
bureaucracy as long as they show that 
they understand and appreciate the 
principles upon which the Soviet 
Union is built and for which it is 
working, often wield their crayons like 
knouts. 

Three years ago the caricaturists 
were poking fun at Soviet mass pro- 
duction of printed matter rather than 
“goods for use’’—cornucopias from 
which flowed circulars instead of 
fruit; boats mended with propaganda; 
a man with a beard down to the 
ground waiting his turn at a barber 
shop; a satire on the Soviet manufac 
ture, showing a table on crutches aft. 
er the first dinner, with a sign saying, 
“Don't breathe in this room." 

Today, of course, the trend of the 
subject matter in the caricatures and 
cartoons has changed because of prog- 
ress in building and manufacture, but 
the sharpness behind the pens remains 
in Crocodile, Isvestia, Pravda and the 
anti-religious magazine, Godless. 

movie to be exported, ‘‘Moscow 

Laughs,"’ was approximately of 
the vintage of Mack Sennett, but in 
Ermler's new movie, “Peasants,” there 
are scenes of rare humor peculiarly 
Russian. Eisenstein and other Russian 
film directors admire Walt Disney and 
have used animated cartoons to make 
fun of late trains and overcrowded 
trolley cars. 

It is not only adults who laugh in 
the Soviet Union; children crowd the 
Moscow Theater for Children, founded 
by Natalia Satz, who believes that they 
go for cheerfulness and festivity and 
so gives them both. Miss Sats is very 
proud of the hundred theaters in the 
Soviet Union devoted to giving child 
audiences entertainment, vividness and 
artistic expressiveness. 

Anecdotes are extremely popular in 
Russia today. Many pertain to the 
subway; others to party-meetings; oth- 
ers to the traditional! subjects of love 
and marriage. One pictures the af 
rival of Lenin in Heaven after he died. 

Lenin knocks on the gate; St. Petet 
comes out, sees Lenin and sends him 
away. Lenin, dejected, returns 
Moscow. Walking the streets with hit 
head bent, he is stopped on the street 
by a poor man who asks him what 
troubles him. 

Lenin explains

The poor man knocks at the gates 
of Heaven, and, when St. Peter opens 
the door, sticks his foot in and ask#,

And at the home of Louis Michel 
pilshemius, a huge brown-stone man- 
sion At 118 East Fifty-seventh street, 
in New York, there are numerous 
examples of the 6000 drawings and 
paintings which this unique artist cre- 
ated, day in, day out, unti) 1922, when 
he was 68 years old and decided to 
quit, Today Eilshemius practically 
never leaves his home; he seldom 
eaves his Own room, where his meals 
are brought to him on a tray. He 
misses the art galleries, which he used 
to haunt and enliven by his caustic 
comments about what other men think 
is great art; he sits in his room, read- 
ing the newspapers and the art maga- 
rines, and waiting for visitors to whom 
he may expound his various theories 
of life, art, poetry, music and science. 

For, besides being an artist, Eil- 
shemius is a man who considers him- 
elt great in practically every line of 
human endeavor. His calling card, an 
qmasing thing, six inches long and 
four inches wide, reads as follows: 

“An Unusual Inventor Is Louis 
Michel Ellshemius, M. A., Educator, 
e-Actor, Amateur All Round Doctor, 
Mesmerist-Prophet, Mystic, Reader of 
Hands and Faces, Linguist of 5 Lan- 
guages, Graphologist, Dramatist (7 
works), Short Story Writer and Nov- 
elettes (26 works), Humorist Galore, 
ex-Mimie, animal voices and humans, 
er-All Round Athletic Sportsman (to 
1889), Universal Supreme Critic, ex-

HIS Louis Eilshemius, who calls 
himself the “wonder of the 
worlds,” the “super artist’’ and 
the “mahatma,” was born in Laurel 
1 Manor, near Newark, New Jersey, 
on February 4, 1864. A man of wealth 
inspite of the fact that all his life he 
has affected unkempt clothing, torn 
Sloves and an appearance of poverty, 
he comes of an old Dutch fdmily. 
When he was 10 years old he was 
taken to Dresden and then to Geneva 
for his education; in 1880 he painted 
first pictures. When he came back

A few years later Afri- 
Ca called, and he started 
Out on the first of his 
many wanderings, taking 
in Europe and the South 
Seas en route. Even at 
that time he felt that peo- 
ple were not friendly, the 
same feeling which he has 
today about his neighbors 
in New York. He was not 
recognized for his efforts 
and he was overwhelmed 
by loneliness, so much so 
that in 1898 he contem. 
plated suicide. However, 
his curiosity to see what 
would happen in the Span- 
ish- American War pre- 
vailed over his desire to 
do away with himeelf, and 
he made up his mind to 
keep on living and draw- 
ing. 
He continued to travel 
over this continent and 
abroad, painting as he 
went. When he did not 
have canvas at hand, he 
covered cardboard, walls, 
cigar boxes and even pa- 
per pie plates with his ef- 
forts. He took a New 
York studio, but no one 
showed an interest in his 
work. He hung around 
the art galleries, giving 
his criticiams freely, but 
the art dealers all thought 
of him as a pest, and the 
museums did not think of 
him at all. 
Finally the great day 
did come for Eilshemius. 
He exhibited at the Inde- 
pendents’ Salon of Ameri- 
ca in New York, There 
Marcel Duchamp, whose 
painting, ‘“‘Nude Descend- 
ing the Stairs,"’ brought 
him considerable prestige 
as an innovator, saw a 
nude painted by Eilshemius and be- 
came enthusiastic about it. When Du- 
champ showed it to his friends, they 
thought he was kidding, for Eilshe- 
mius, with never a picture sold, had 
priced it at $15,000. Eilshemius had 
found a place to exhibit, however, and 
for the next four years he showed his 
paintings at the Independents’. Soon 
enough, others besides Duchamp began 
to praise the work of Eilshemius and 
among his admirers were such artists 
as Gaston Lachaise, Charlies Demuth, 
Henry McBride and Schofield Thayer. 
Because of their praise, Eilshemius 
was given his first exhibition in the 
galleries of the Societe Anonyme in 
New York in 1922. The New York art 
world was surprised and  atirred;

many new converts were made, and as 
a result Valentine Dudensing organ- 
ized an exhibition called “My Selec- 
tion from the Independents,”’ in which 
he showed the works of Eilshemius. 
Admirers and buyers were awakened 
to the talents of Eilshemius and in 
1926 Dudensing gave Eilshemius a 
one-man show. Again in 1932 and in 
1933 Dudensing gavé one-man shows 
for Eilshemius; the museums and pri- 
vate collectors were buying fast. In the 
catalogue of the 1933 show, there is 
a note which reads: “The paintings 
reproduced in this catalogue are for 
sale. Prices are $125 to $1000, de- 
pending on importance and quality. 
Eilehemius has not painted in the last 


12 years. As the supply of first-class 
paintings is limited, the present low 
prices are temporary."' Dudensing, in 
his introdtction, wrote: “I believe in 
his acceptance as an American artist 
of great importance.’”’ 

When Valentine Dudensing spon- 
sored an exhibition of Eilshemius at 
the Durand-Ruel Galleries in Paris, 
Matisse saw the work and praised it 
highly. Besides sponsoring Eilshemius, 
Dudensing also undertook the tremen- 
dous job of editing Eilshemius’ can- 
vases. Out of the grand total of 5000 
pictures he selected several hundred 
as great: prices for them now range 
from $125 to $2000, but, of course, 
there is no telling how far they may 


ware Water Gap,” Elilshe- 
mius was injured in an au. 
tomobile accident and lost 
the use of his legs. Al- 
though not a religious man, 
Eilshemius has a profound 
belief in supernatural 
forces. He doesn’t think 
the accident——in which a 
taxi ran over him as he 
went out to post a letter-— 
was divine punishment for 
his sins; he thinks it was 
the work of evil spirits. 

There is one attri. 
bute which Ellshemius has 
which nothing can ever 
shake, and that is his esti- 
mate of himself as a great 
man. Not only does he 
consider himself as great a 
painter as Hals or Rem- 
brandt, but he also calls 
himself the American 
Keats and the modern Mil- 
ton. He believes that he 
can write verse as good as 
that of Goethe or Shakes- 
peare, that his musical 
scores, of which he has 
written many, can stand 
beside those of Beethoven, 
Liszt or Chopin, and that 
his novels, short stories 
and plays are all of major 
importance. He has pub- 
lished most of his works 
himself. Some of them, his 
art magazines for example, 
have become rare collec. 
tors’ items. 

In 1932, Eilshemius is. 
sued a pamphiet called 
“Some New Discoveries in 
Art and Science.” In it he 
billed himself as ‘‘might- 
lest all-round man, s8u- 
preme parnassian, wonder 
of the worlds, transcend- 
ant eagle of art, et cetera.”’ 
Chapter One deals with 
some properties of the hu- 
man body's electricity, and 
tells the reader methods of 
making strangers in trolley cars fall 
asleep, of influencing persons at dis- 
tances by gazing at them, and how to 
get the attention of young ladies in the 
theater by breathing upon their necks. 
Other chapters deal with some discov- 
eries concerning the mechanism of the 
bowels, making a new electric belt out 
of the tail of a man's shirt, how he 
once, while walking through Central 
Park, thought of the airplane, notes on 
literature and music. 

He invented an ‘‘Eilshemean Mea- 
sure,”’ which ‘‘excels Sappho’s Galliam- 
bic Measure’ and runs like this: 

“In the trill’'ring of the enrapturing 
sweet birds— 
is it true that I heard ac- 
cents of thy lovely voice?”’ 
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The Young Cripple Who Urges Experiment and 


Adventure 


PEAKING with extreme 
difficulty, Virgil E. Hafell 
is yet one of the most ar- 
ticulate young men in Bt. 
Louis. Confined to a 
wheel chair, he has an ac- 
quaintance as wide as the 
nation itself. Beset by handicaps that 
make it a feat to strike a typewriter 
key, he has embarked on a career as 
a writer. His greatest ambition is to 
edit and publish his own newspaper, 
and there is that in his past that 
makes it seem not ultimately impos- 
sible. 

At 9 he could not sit alone. He 
was a spastic child, with the twisted, 
uncontrollable muscles that follow a 
form of injury at birth. But when he 
showed signs of trying to help himself 
his people had the discernment to 
cheer him on and the courage to stand 
back and let him try alone. 

In consequence, when he was 16 
years old he was ready for schooling, 
under a private tutor. His progress 
was rapid. When a school for crippled 
children opened in the following year 
at his home town, Centralia, Ill., he 
entered the sixth grade, and in the 
middle of the schoo] term he went on 
to the seventh. 

While in the eighth grade he was 
surprised to find a descriptive para- 
graph, which he had written at school, 
published in a religious paper. His 
teacher had sent it in without saying 
anything to him about it. From that 
day he turned to writing. 

Next year his family—his father,

that he could take 
his high school 
work at the Elias 
Michael Schoo! for 
Crippled Children. 
There his ‘‘most 
interesting three 
weeks,’ he says, 
were devoted, in 
his senior year, to 
a pay chological 
study of his own 
type of disability. 

Teachers and 
friends regarded 
the study with 
apprehension. But, 
on the contrary, 
he says, it aided him “in making cer- 
tain technical adjustments which 
have added to my personal comfort 
and welfare.’’ 

“To me it seems that every adult 
cripple owes it to himself and to those 
about him to find out all that he can 
about his particular handicap, phys- 
ically as well as psychologically,”’ he 
has written. ‘“‘Such knowledge affords 
one a sort of gauge for testing the ex- 
tent of one’s physical abilities and in- 
abilities.’ 

Actually, {f anything could be more 
striking than his soaring ambition 
and his purposeful efforts to further 
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it, it is the mature 
and impersonal 
view he takes to- 
ward problems of 
cripples, not only 
in their physical 
handicap, but in 
its psychological 
effect on them 
and their families 
and the viewpoint 
of society. 

A number of his 
articles have ap- 
peared in The 
Crippled Child, of- 
ficial publication 
of the § Interna- 
tional Society for 
Crippled Children, 
and some  /have 
been published in 
such magazines as 
Health Digest and 
Hygeia. They urge for the cripple a 
spirit of independence, of experiment 
and adventurousness, of, in effect, 
“trying anything once’’-—or more than 
once; for the family, an attitude of 
encouragement by abstention from 
the sort of overhelpfulness that fos- 
ters dependence; for society, some- 
what the same attitude, plus the de- 
velopment of scientific training to en- 
able cripples of ability to take a place 
in the world on a basis of equality. 

His own life has demonstrated most 
of his theories. His parents, his two 
brothers and his sister, he says, have 
given him an insight into the normal

world which has enabled him to over- 
come the tendency to disillusionment 
or withdrawal. Daily, he says, he 
branches out to new activities, trivial, 
perhaps, but each an adventure in 
itself, and daily he finds them easier. 
Parts of his routine would have 
seemed out of the question a year ago. 

It took him six months to learn to 
type, with one finger, seven years ago. 
Since then he has worn out two type- 
writers of a particularly sturdy, not 
to say stubborn, make. So that the 
mechanical difficulties will not Iinter- 
fere with his thought, he first drafts 
his article in outline, roughly, with- 
out attention to detaile—any way to 
get them down. Then he goes over 
them a second time for his final draft. 
It takes him about two hours to turn 
out a 500-word article. He does about 
three a week, and his manuscript is, 
typographically, neater than average. 

Most of them he sends to a Cincin.- 
nati church publication, The Target, 
because there he expects one day to 
have regular assigned space of his 
own. He gets “fan mail’ from every 
state. He hopes to become self-sup- 
porting, and he hopes one day to have 
his own paper. More than anything 
for himself, he wants to foster a view- 
point in the cripple and in society, that 
will enable cripples of ability to earn 
“social recognition and economic 
equality.”’ For himself, he wants rec- 
ognition on the basis of his work 
alone. He never lets an editor know 


his handicap.

believes that Eilshemius was a thor- 
oughly American painter at a time 
when only the European schools were 
considered worth while. Others declare 
that it was in part due to Ellshemius 
himself, who has no discrimination in 
his work, considering each plece equa!- 
ly good; and not admitting that 
many of his products are inferior. Eil- 
shemius is also proud of his apeed in 
painting, once having said that while 
Delacroix was a fast worker, he could 
do in two hours what Delacroix could 
accomplish only in eight. 

But all of his accomplishments did 
not prevent Eileshemius from having 
spare time, and in that time he busied 
himself writing letters to the newspa- 
pers, Most of them went to the New 
York Sun, which published a great 
many of them, because they were en- 
tertaining and started controversies. 
He signed these letters, which em- 
braced many themes, variously as The 
Mightiest Mind of Mankind, The Su. 
preme Spirit of the Spheres, The Most 
Versatile of Humans and The Vastest 
Art Genius of All Times. When he 
began, about six years ago, signing 
them The Mahatma, there were some 
skeptical people who doubted his right 
to use the title. But Ellshemius de- 
clares that after he sent a collection 
of his water colors and books to an 
exhibition in India, Scholar Tampi of 
Trivandrum College in South India 
gave him the title and also sent him 
the Silver Badge of Merit. 


ODAY Ellshemius lives with his 
"T orotner, Henry, in the large 

house which Henry, the executor 
of the Eilshemius estate, refuses to 
sell. Neither brother is married; they 
are cared for by one man servant and 
two maids. The brothers rarely speak 
to each other. Ellshemius says that 
his brother does not consider him a 
great man and wants to throw out the 
reporters who come to see him, 

Eilehemius spends much of his time 
brooding over the fact that he cannot 
go to the galleries. He seldom reads 
any books, for he has read almost all 
that he considers worth reading. 
Sometimes he draws sketches for his 
own greeting cards, but he never 
paints. Sometimes he writes a letter 
to the newspapers. Only recently he 
wrote to the Federal Ministry of Art, 
saying that “an art ministry with a 
great artist, say myself, as its minister, 
would soon fix everything’’—by which 
he meant the depression. — 

He is sad because no one comes to 
listen to him, only a few artists. He 
feels he has a great mind and people 
run only after ordinary mortals. He 
is disgusted with the world and sad 
about his own loneliness. 

In his room are copies of the many 
magazines, pamphlets, musical and sci- 
entific works he has written. In one, 
called ‘“‘Satires on Art,"’ he wrote, be- 
fore the Metropolitan bought his 
work:

TIQUE SHOP. 

“Those on the committee must be 

uncultured—I say— 

They sent back six fine art works 

of mine, and pray! 

As a gift to their temple of art I 

gave them. But no!

And he still has faith in all his dis- 
coveries, particularly in his one about 
painting which reads: 

“Place a 30x35 or larger blank card- 
board or pulpboard used by framers 
on back of pictures on easel. Take 
palette with Burnt Sienna, New Blue, 
Chrome Yellow, one Light, one Dark, 
and tube of Zinc White, then take 
large bristle brush in right hand; dip 
in any color you like and splash same 
indiscriminately any place on board.

NEW YORK. 
)ROM the lower 
East Side to Park 
avenue on a smile 
—that's the _ re- 
markable achieve- 
ment of Mrs. Han- 
nah Gruber Medoff. 
It wasn’t a coy 
come-hither smirk 
' of the type that 
lands many a blonde in the duplex 
apartment district, either. It was the 
simple, honest, carefree smile of child- 
hood and the owner of the smile did 
the trick without knowing it. She 
didn’t find out about it until years 
later, in fact. 

An eccentric old bachelor physician 
who hated the trend toward effete so- 
phistication in women was the almost 
mythical fairy godfather who show- 
ered wealth upon this tenement Cin- 
derella. Mrs. Gruber expects to reap 
from $160,000 to $170,000 when his 
estate is settled finally. 

It was better than 30 years ago 
that old Dr. Howard Louraine and 
several other wealthy uptown folk es- 
tablished the Chrystie Street Settle- 
ment in the heart of Manhattan's 
worst slum district. With no family 
to make demands on his time, Dr. 
Louraine devoted the greater part of 
his days to alleviating the sufferings 
of the slum dwellers and providing 
play for their youngsters. 

Elderly and case-hardened as he 
was, the physician found his chosen 
surroundings depressing. Above all

To ‘his associates he confided: “She's 
the happiest kid on the Kast Side.”’ 
But she showed dancing ability and 
that worried him.

And 
little Hannah Gruber would promise. 

When Hannah was 11 (that was in 
1916) Dr. Louraine passed out of her 
life. For professional reasons of some 
kind he decided to locate in Chicago. 

And she promptly forgot him. 
She grew up in her tenement home 
on Eldredge street, near the settle-

ment, and waxed plumper. 
Thoughts of a dancing ca- 
reer deserted her. The 
thought of getting a hus- 
band, a steady man whc 
would support her and 
stand by her, filled he 
mind. 

She got the husband and 
considered herself a lucky 
young woman. Charles 
Medoff had a small, strug- 
gling shoe store on Grand 
street, in the middle of the 
ghetto, and everyone said 
he would make his mark 
as a minor merchant, They 
had a child, Gloria, who 
had her mother's flaxen 
hair and blue eyes. 

Out in Chicago, crusty, 
kindly old Dr. Louraine 
died in 1926, leaving an 
estate of $2,000,000, 
but the former Little 
Miss Blue Eyes didn’t hear of it. Even 
if she had, it wouldn't have made 
much difference in her life. She had 
her home to look after and on bus) 
days she helped out in her husband's 
shoe store. 

But Dr. Louraine had remembered. 
The winning smile gladdened his life 
right down to the finish and he had 
provided a bequest of $25,000 in his 
will for Hannah Gruber.
